The firemen huve won over the man- 


age™ of the Eastern railways In the 
controversy about the way their dif- 
ferences shall be arbitrated. The rail- 
ways made the flremen three proposi- 
tions. First, they offered 
them 
ad- 


vances In wages relatively the same as 
those awarded to the englncmen*by the 
hoard of eminent citizens that arbi- 
trated the englncmen's case. Second, 
they offered to submit the controversy 
to arbitration by a board similar to 
that which arbitrated the enginemen's 
cuue. Third, they offered to submit the 
matter to arbitration -by a board com- 
posed of two representatives of labor, 
two representatives of the railways and 
two disinterested persons. 
All these 


propositions the firemen rejected. They 
offered the railways the alternative of 
arbitration imdcr the Erdman act or a 
strike. 


That the firemen have won is not 


because their side of the case was more 
skilfully handled than that of the rail- 
\\ iys. 
11 was not. Never, we believe, 


has the railway side of any labor con- 
troversy been handled better than was 
done in this case by Ellsha Lee and his' 
associates. The firemen won because 
they had the greater brute force and 
the greater disposition to use it re- 
garUlCHS of consequences.

First, the physical power of the rail- 


way brotherhood ^xceeds that of the 
railway managers.

Second, the brotherhoods occupy a 


better strategic position than the rail- 
way managements do. This is because 
Ihc, managers have had many collisions 
with public opinion in which they have 
been worsted; and It has taught them 
that in nil their acts they must respect 
Mio rights at the public. One of these 
rights is to have transportation main- 
tained without Interruption. The em-
